t>r. Hall is nutliority for the follow- 
ing tiiought.s tiiion bri.'akfasting before 
innoh expi'ni.so in tlio ojieii .lir, particu- 
larly ill (.li.stricts wlieit; fever ami ague 
are abuiulant: Brcakfatil .should be 
ealeii in the inorning before leaving 
the hou.se for r.xe'rcisR oV labor of any 
ile.scriptipn ; those who tlo it will be 
able to perforin more work aiuj with 
greater alanrity tluui those who work 
lui liour or two hofore bronkfiust. Ec- 
siilp.s tlii.s, tlio average duration of life 
of those who take break fa.st before exer- 
cise or work will be a number of years 
groater-tlian tiiose "Tviro'do "oTter.wise. 
Most persons begin to feol i weak after 
having been engaged live or .si.x hours in 
their ordinary a/ocatious ; a good meal 
levigorates ; l)Ut from the last meal of 
the day until the next inoniiiig there 
i.s an interval of .sortie twelve hours ; 
hence the body in a sense is weak, ami 
in proportion cannot resi.st deleterious 
agencies, whether of the fierce cold of 
mid-winter or of the iioisoiious miasm 
which rd'Xa ujion tht; surface of the 
eartli wherever the .sun shines on a 
blade of vi'getation or a heap of otlhl. 
This miasm is more- .solid, inore conceu 
traced, ^ ^nU jhenoe ^looie inaligiiant,

During his stay 'in' '{lio ^ro'^Bf^e tho 
iSIarquis 6f< 'Lorne' will have many practi- 
cal illustrations of the complete collapao 
of the telegraphic .service under tho ar- 
rangement ell'euted by ivlr. Gisborne with 
tho Western Union Tolegrapli Company. 
On the evening of his Excellency's arri- 
val, itis'said, telegrams to Her Majesty 
anrtblfricriig'thV8&f6"coming Of the party 
reached tho office^ Tn ■Ifijs 'city shortly 
after 8 o'clock; arid although' the obliging 
young lady in charge would have gladly 
forwarded them, she was powerless for the 
reason that all the offices between Victo- 
ria and Seattle were closed at 8 o'clock. 
.Another disgraceful fact which has al- 
ready forced itself upon the attention of 
I lis JMCelleiicy is the absence of daily 
telegraphic dispatches in tho newspapers. 
This is another result of the Gisborne sys- 
tem., nWhen the line to Victoria was in 
the hands>ofitl\eiWe8tiirn.Uiiion Telegrapli 
Co. news dispatches were abundatit and 
cheap. Since tho arrangement under 
which tho linos were taken over by tho 
Canadian' government news dispatches 
]iave\beoome scarce and high. Since the 
tith^xi£-May last but one news dispatch has 
been received by the press of this city. 
Remonstrances and complaints have been 
fre(iuently made without any good result 
being attained. The chief offices in tho 
province should bo what are termed 
"night" offices ; that is, offices where an 
operator,' is always on duty-frotn a very 
early hour in the morning until a very 
late hour in the night. Victoria is the 
I inly considerable oftico on the continent 
that is denied a "night" operator. Tho 
woril denied ia uiied because, although an 
American company are prepared to lay a 
cable fi'om the American side to Victoria 
and establish and maintain aii efficient 
service, tho government at Ottawa deny 
Lheni tho privilege of landing the cable, 
'i'his denial would be right and proiier if 
the Dominion govorinnent evinced any 
intention to make the service as efficient 
as the growing wants of this promising
